of record, under the seal of office in each case. 3d. Each disburs-

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MR. EBEY’S REPORT 


From the Minority of the Committee on D. S. Maynard's Bill 
for Divorce, made December 15, 1852. 


The minority of the select committee, to whom was referred 
the petition of D. S. Maynard, praying the Legislature to dissolve 
the bonds of matrimony existing between him and his wife, beg leave 
to submit the following as some of the reasons that have led him 
to dissent from the conclusions come to by a majority of said 
committee, 

. Without entering upon the consideration of the facts connected 
with this case, it will be sufficient, in the opinion of the minori 
of said committee, to state the general principles of Jaw upon whi 
he predicates his opinion that the prayer of the petitioner should not 


be panel: 

. The position assumed by the report of the committee, in favor 
of the prayer of’ the petitioner, is, in the opinion of the minority, not 
tenablé, either upon principles of sound morality or law. < 
. The attempt, on the part of the Legislature, to dissolye the bon 
of matrimony existing between parties, contravenes, in the opinion of 
the undersigned, the spirit and intention of the constitution of the 
United States— a question upon which every legislator should pause 
and consider well before giving his vote. 

From the earliest history of the world down to the poa time, in 
all nations and in all. ages, we find the marriage relation has been 
regarded as a civil contract. 


e find the evidence of its civil character recorded in holy writ as 


far back in the history of the world ag where the servant of Abraham 
sought the daughter of Bethuel as wife for Isaac; and it was not until 
the time of Pope Innocent III, that the dignity of a holy ordinance 
was thrown around it, and requiring the sanction of the church for its 
validity. And although it has been, and now is regarded by many 
denominations ag a sacred ordinance or religions contract, it will not 
he pontended that the elevation of this institution has in anywise 
changed or varied ite character as a civil contract. 

One of the soundest, aa well as most comprehensive commentators 


on law in modern times, saya: “our law considers marriage in no ~ 


other light. than as a civil contract; and taking it in this civil light, 
the law treats it as it does all other contracts, allowing it to be 

and valid in all cases-where the- parties, at the time-of making 
it, were in the first place-willing to contract, secondly, able to

contract, and lastly, actually did contract, in the proper form and - 
solemnities required by law.” ; 

Tt will be denied by no one that the marriage relation is a civil con- 
tract, and the only question arjsing is, is it such a contract às 
was contemplated by the framers of the United States constitution ? 

I would submit that:a word of so much importance as the word 
“contract,” as used by the framers of the constitution, can have but 
one legal and technical ‘definition ; and to show the precise and techi- 
nical definition of the word “contract,” reference is respectfully sub- 
mitted to the most eminent law writers of modern times. 

Mr. Powel defines a “contract to be a transaction in which each 
party comes under an obligation to the other, and each reciprocally 


/Soquires a right to what is promised by the other.”” Powel on Con- 


tracts, 6- 

- This is the definition adopted by and used by Justice Washington, 
in the Dartmouth College case. 4th Condensed Reports Supreme 
Court of the United States, page 554. ; 

Chitty defines the term contract to ‘comprise in its full and more 
a signification, every description of agreement, obligation, or 

egal tie.” 

ae is defined in Jacob’s law dictionary, to be “a covenant or agree- 
ment between two or more persons, with a lawful consideration.’ 

The Supreme Court of the United States has adopted the defini- 
tion of Pothier, who styles it “the consent of two or more persons to 
perform some engagement, or to receive or modify an engagement 
already made.’ ; 

It will not be denied that toimpair a contract, orto change its char- 
acter by an act of the Legislature, would be wholly void. The peti- 
tioner states that he was lawfully married in the State of Vermont. 
‘The Supreme Court of the United States hag said, that if an act be 
done under a law, a succeeding Legislature cannot undo it. 

For this Legislature to decide that there has been sufficient viola- 
tion of the marriage contract to annul or destroy the same, is an ex- 
ercise of judicial power, and not legislative duty. The powers 
of this Territorial Derek like that of State and United States 

vernment, is divided into three co-ordinate departments—legislative, 
udicisl, and executive; and it is conceded by all commentators 
on the Constitution, that the powers appertaining to each department 
should not be exercised by the other; and a maxim that has been ac- 
knowledged by all expounders of constitutional law, is “that there 
can be no liberty where the legislative and executive powers sre _ 
united in the same person or ; or if the powers of judging 
be not separated from the legislative and executive.” 

It is not a Pe well taken to acknowledge the correctness 
of the report.of the committee, because the power has been exercised 
by other legislative bodies; if it proves anything, itis that the power 

heen merely acquiesced in, and not that the courts would have 
sustained the doctrine if the question had been raised. 

Tam unacquainted with the decisions of any court, State or Fed- 
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eral, that goes to sustain that position; so far from it, that in the case 
of the State vs. Fry, 4th. Missouri Reports, the Supreme Court 
of that-State has declaréd, that an act of the General Assembly 
anting divorces is unconstitutional; and the Legislature of that 
tate, in order to obviate the evils that would flow from such vicious 
legislation, havé seis eet ‘to pass a law declaring that no pen- 
alty should be incurred where either of the. parties divorced should 
marry again, and that all such marriages should be valid.—See Laws 
Missouri, 1851, p. 218. - < ; 

If farther illustrations are deemed necessary, I would ii aaa 
submit, that while the State of Florida waè under a Territorial govern- 
meut; with an organic act not unlike our own, the Legislative Assem- 
bly passed a number of acts Case divorces to parties within said 
Territory, which upon being submitted to the Congress of the United 
States, were declared null and void. See acts of Congress, 15th 
May, 1826, chap. 46, vol. 4, p. 167.

MR. FULKERSON’S MINORITY REPORT. 


The minority of the committee to which was referred the bill (H. 
B. 6) concerning trespassing animals, -beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing Teport : . 


Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert as follows, to wit: 


“Scrow 1. ‘That all fields and inelosares shall be inclosed with æ 
fence sufficiently close, composed of posts and rails, posts and. pail- 
ings, posts and , oF es, rails alone laid up in the manner 
common! 2 Worm , or of turf, with ditches on enoch side- 

Sec. 3 Ail such fences, composed of post and rails,-posta and 
railings, posts and plank, or palisades, sale be at least four feet and. 
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a half high; those composed of turf shall be at least four feet high, 
and trenches on either side at least three feet wide at the top, and 
three feet deep; and what is commonly called a worm fence shall be 
at least five feet high to the top of the rider, or if not ridered, shall 
be five feet to the top rail; and the corners shall be locked with 
strong rails, poles or stakes. aoe 

Sec. 8. In all cases, the sufficiency of the worm shall be deter- 
mined by the pergons‘who may be summoned to view said fence. 

Sec. 4. If any horses, cattle, or other stock shall break into any 
inclosure, the fence being of the height and sufficiency aforeesid, or 
if any hog, shote or pig shall break into the same, the owner of such 
animals shall, for the first trespass, make reparation to the in- 
jured for the true value of the damages he shall sustain, for 
every thereafter, double damages, to be carried, with costs, 
before a justice of the peace, or in any court of record having cog- 
hizance of the sam.demanded by the party injured. 

Sec. 5... Upon the complaint of any party injured to any justice 
of the peace of the county, such justice shall issue his order without 
delay to three disinterested householders of the neighborhood, no 
ways related to either party, reciting the complaint and requiring 
them to view the fence where the trespass is complained of, and take 
memorandum of the same; and their testimony in such case shall be 
good evidence on the trial touching the lawfelness of the fence. 

Sec. 6. If any person, damnified for want of such sufficient fence, 
shall hurt, wound, lame, kill, or destroy, or cause the same to be 
done, by shooting, worrying with dogs, or otherwise, any of the ani- 
mals in this act mentioned, such person shall satisfy the owner of 
such animals in double damages, with costs. This act to take effect 
from and after its passage.

In conformity with the provisions of the statute, in such case made 
and provided, the Auditor of public accounts hereby begs leave most 

espectfally to report: 

T That owing to the many embarrassments under which the 
present Auditor assumed the responsibilities of his office——the late 
period at which he became possessed of the files and records of the 
same, and the defective state of such exhibits ag he has heen able to 
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obtain in relation to the public revenue, the present os must 
necessarily fall far short of a full and detailed statement of the con- 
dition of the fiscal affairs of the Territory. a 
. The main source of our internal public revenue is the direct taxa- 
tion of one-half mill per cent. on the assessed value of all taxable 
pro es the organized counties of the territory, to be levied 
and collected by the several counties respectively, in the same man- 
ner as county revenue is levied and collected. . 

The “act to provide for assessing and collecting county and terri- 
toritial revenue,” forming the basis. of our present treasury depart- 
ment, was peat September, 29, 1849.—(See Gen. Laws of O 
p- 237.) By this law it is made the duty of the clerk of the eda 
court in each county to transmit to the Auditor of public’ accounts, 
within twenty days after the assessment roll shall have been duly 
filed in his office, a certified copy of the same; thereby furnishing 
the department with authentic data upon which to open an account 
between the Territory and the several counties, and to charge the 
proper officers with amounts due the Territory, which should be in 
their hands. But although that law had been in force. for three 
years when the present Auditor became fully qualified for his official 
duties, he could find in the archives of his office only the following

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To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled: 


Your memorialist, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Orégon, would most respectfully beg-leaye to siggest to your 
honorable body the importance of an immediate action on the 
part of the General Government, relative to. the construction of a 
railroad from some point on the Mississippi. River to some point on 
the Pacific. Ocean, or some of the navigable waters connected 
with. The ‘unparalleled increase of population in California and 
Oregon—the rapid developement of their rich mineral, agricultural, 
fishing, lumbering and other resources—and the consequent nai 
of comtmerce—are alone sufficient reasons why there should be pro- 
vided ‘better means of intercommunication between them and the 
Statea east of the Rocky Mountains than at present exist. But 
there are. other reasons, stronger and -more urgent: —The immense 
numbers who have béen worn out and died of fatigue and starvation— 
the many who have been directly and ee by hostile In- 
diana~-the still greater. numbers who hare more inhumanly 
murdered, indirectly, by having their trains stolen in. the heart of a 
savage cowitry, hundreds of miles from civilization; where other 
means of conveyance are not to be obtained—call aloud: for the pros 
tecting arm of government to provide against a repetition of similar 
evils. The exorbitant prices charged at times by the steamship com- 

ies—the frequent violation of their contracts with passengers, by 
etaining them often for weeks on the Isthmus, exposed to a sickly 
climate, unwholesome diet and heavy ma peur ean attested by 
the tears of but too many widows and orphans—exposed, also, to 
the interference, delay and insult on the part of foreign powers— 
render it a passage but little if any safer than by the plains. 

Ina ee of view, the proposed railroad is highly im- 

rtant. The trade of Agia is of immense benefit to the United 

tates, and this railroad would annihilate more than half of the time 
now consumed in making the transit from there to the central portion 
of the United States, which is now necessary; and a large per centage 
of the risk now incurred-would be removed. rae 

| But it iain a military point of view that the road is of the moat 
vital importance. This part of the Union is isolated by thousands 
af miles from the major portion of the Government. Its true, they 
arg snd always have boen strongly attached to the Union, but none 
ĉan say how soon will intervene “he occasion (ss has been the case iù 
other pertions of the Union) whem dissension and stxife may become 
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manifest, To prevent such an unhappy strife—to prevent such an 
` unfortunate calamity—nothing is more necessary than ae inter. 
communication between the people of the Pacific coast with those of 
the States east of the Rocky Mountains, and this would be accom- 
plished by the construction of the proposed road. Thousands would 
in that event pass back and forth who-will not now submit to the 
delay, fatigue and hazard to be met with in the present modes of 
transit. om oi, ‘ T 

But should some powerful maratime nation see fit to attack this 
coast; although a respectable army could be quickly raised here, yet 
how and-where could the necessary munitions of war be obtained ? 
and how and when would the Government dispetches reach Wash- 
ington from here? and how, again, could we receive the dispatches 
from Washington? Let the delays in our postal arrangements even 
now in the time of peace, and the bones of our citizens that lie bleach- 
ing on the Isthmus of Darien and the plains of Nebraska, answer! 
But with the proposed road, every necessary means of defense could 
be present on our coast, ready for its defense, in ten or fifteen. days, 
even from the extreme verge of the Republic. 

Again: Should the Sandwich Islands be snnexed to the United 
States, as it is believed they soon will be, the cotmmercial and mili- 
tary reasons for the construction of this road are tly enhanced. 
Tt would also do much to ameliorate the condition of the Indians by 
inducing settlements of whites along the line of the road, by whom 
they would be taught the principles of ‘christianity and the civil pur- 
suite of. agriculture, as well as inform them of the immense power of 
the United States Government. . Ga, 

For which reason, your memorialists would tfully and most 
earnestly pray your honorable body to take the subject under imme- 
diate consideration. `

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Oregon, legally assembled upon the first Monday in December, A. 
D., 1852, would most tfully represent unto your honorable 
body, that a period of four years and six months has elapsed since- 
the establishment of the’ present Tertitorial government over the. 
Territory of O ; and that in the mean time the population 
of seid, Territory as spread from the banks of the Columbia river. 
north along Puget’s Sound, Admiralty Inlet, and Possession Sound, 
and the surrounding country, to the Canal de Arro; and that the 
people of that Territory labor under great inconvenience and hard- 
ship, by reason of the-great distance to which they are removed from 
the center of the present Territorial organization. R 

Those portions of Oregon Territory lying south and north of the 
Columbia river must, from their geographical position, difference 
in climate and internal resources, remain in a great degree distinct 
communities, with different interests and policies in all that appertains, 
to their domestic legislation, -and the varióus interests that are to 
be régulatėd, nourished and cherished by it. © -. ~~ ; 
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_ The commtiniestion between those two portions of the Territory is 
difficult, casual and uncertain, although time and improvement wòuld 


in some measure remove this obstaćle, yet it would for a long period’ 


in the future, form a serious barrier to tlie prosperity and well being 
ef each, so long as they remain urider one government. i 

:ı The Territory north of the Cotimbia river, and west of the great 
northern branch of that stream, contains sufficient number of square 
miles to form a State, which in point. of resourcés and capacity 
to maintain a population, that will compare favorably with most 
of ‘the States of the Union. 

Experience has proven that when marked geographical boundaries 
which have been traced by the hand of nature, have been disregarded 
in the formation of local governments, that sectional jealousies and 
local strifes have seriously embarrassed their prosperity, and charac- 
terizéd their domestic legislation. 

Your memorialists, for thes’ reasons, and for the benefit of Oregon, 
both north and south of the Columbia river, and believing from
